CLASSIFICIATIONS 


SOLVES SELECTMEN’S PROBLEMS 


The Board of Selectmen, Monday 
night, compromised on the thorny 
question of the Conflict of Interest 
Law, by naming themselves and the 
School Committee as ‘Special’ em- 
Ployees of the town until such time 
as Selectman Charles Black re- 
turns from his vacation and there 
is a full membership of the board 
present, 

They also named as ‘Special’ 
employees the Plumbing, Gas and 
Wire Inspectors, pending further 
clarification. 

The meeting featured long wind- 
ed debates and several deadlocks, 
and did not break up until after 11 
pm, Nicholas De Felice, Acting 
Chairman, at one time dramati- 
cally ‘resigned’ only to return to 
the chair. 

Named as ‘Regular’ employees, 
under the new law which went into 
effect yesterday (Regular employ- 
ees can do absolutely no business 
with the town) were the Board of 
Assessors, Board of Public Wel- 
fare, Town Accountant, Animal 
Inspector, Building Inspector, 
Constables, Director of Public 
Welfare, Dog Officer, Town En- 
gineer, Fence Viewer, Highway 
Superintendent, Librarian, Milk In 
spector, Moth Superintendent, 
Public Health Nurse, School Nur- 
ses, Slaughtering Inspector, Town 
Clerk, Collector, Town Counsel, 
Sanitarian, Treasurer, Tree War- 
den, Veteran’s Agent and Water 
Superintendent, and any other em- 
ployee not specifically named as 
being a ‘Special’ employee. 

Named as ‘Special’ employees 
(working less than 800 hours for 
the town, and allowed to do busi- 
ness with the town if full disclo- 
sure is made) were the other 
boards and committee members, 
the Moderator (it was agreed that 
he could descend from the podium 
and argue as an attorney, in Town 
Meeting), Civil Defense Director, 
Gas Inspector, School Physicians, 
Plumbing Inspector, Sealor of 
Weights and Measures, Veteran’s 
Grave Officer and Wire Inspector. 

The big hassle of the evening 
was about the School Committee 
and the Selectmen. 

When the meeting opened the 
opinion was expressed that, of 
course, the Selectmen should be 
classified as ‘Regulars’, that is 
put themselves in a position where 
they could do no business with 
the town, There was no dissent 
voiced. 

Later on, when voting about the 
School Committee the Selectmen 
split wide open, Two, Mrs Drew 
and Rene LaRivee voted that the 
School Committee should be ‘Re- 
gular’, and the other two said that 
it should be ‘Special’,

about how the School Committee 
only administered the schools, how 
they spent millions of dollars, how 
they money they spent had to also 
Ihave the Selectmen’s signatures, 


and finally how the school commit- 
tee \could vote money in spite of 
the town’s wishes, 

Mr De Felice said that the law 
was hurting public spirited busi- 
ness men who might want to run 
for office. Mrs Drew thought that 
Wiolmington business men who 
‘ran for office found that they hurt 
their own business, De Felice 
countered that such was not the 
case in Wakefield, and cited some 
of that town’s officers as instances, 
Mrs Drew was adamant, Mr LaRiv- 
ee felt that the School Committee 
should be in the same position as 
the Selectmn. 

After half an hour the conversa- 
tion reverted to the Selectmen, and 
De Felice spoke of how the firm of 
which he owns has a $900 a year 
contract transporting school sup- 
Plies, 

John Brooks read extensively 
from a booklet which had been pre- 
pared, ostensibly by the Attorney 
General, and warned that ifthe Sel- 
ectmen didn’t decide they would 
automatically place tehemselves 
and the School Committee ,in the 
‘Regular’ position, 

At one point De Felice jumped 
up and said ‘I resing! - I’m fin- 
ished!’ The telephone rang in the 


ished,’ The telephone rang in the 
next office and he left the room to 
answer it, Brooks softly said ‘No’ 
as he did. 

When De Felice returned he took 
‘his seat, and there was.no. more 
discussion about his resignation, 

A discussion finally developed 
between La Rivee and Brooks, and 
led to an agreement that La Rivee 
would vote ‘Special’ in both cases, 
if there was a vote of the full 


board, after Mr Black had returned 
and the impasse was finally solved, 
in a temporary way.

So there were a dozen inthe par- 
ty - Arthur B Harper, Walter Par- 
sons, Edith Trail, Omer Houle, 
Red Foye, Henry Hesse, Russ El- 
well, Ernie Jamieson, Freddy 
Kleynan and Gene Sullivan, 

They were going somewhere to 
eat - some restaurant - and then 
they were going home. 

The dinner, it turned out, was 
at the Legion Hall. It was Roast 
Beef, and there were nearly 200 
people there to help eat it. 

And there was anorchestra - the 
regular one that plays at the Legion 
Dances on the second Saturday of 
the month, 

It isn’t a big orchestra only 3 
pieces - but it supplies Rhythm, 
Good bouncy rhythm, the kind that 
is enjoyed by the men who served 
with Uncle Sam as his Soldiers 
and Sailors in World War I, and 
by their ladies, 

None of the modern stuff, where 
the partners stand and lookateach 
other to the tune of some nameless 
and aimless song -- nosireee!

Sheila was the better dancer, in 
fact she led Gene around that floor 
faster and faster. 

When the jig was finished Sheila 
was still as fresh as the dew on 
a shamrock, 

Gene - well he wasn’t panting, 
but he was next thing to it. 

And then Sheila went one better, 
for in the next dance it was Select- 
man Rene LaRivee, Guest of Honor, 
who had Sheila for a partner.

¢ THE DAY THE BANK OPENED 


Early May 1928 was a nice time 
‘to live in Wilmington. A town of 
about 3500 people, it boasted 56 
trains a day in service toand from 
Boston. There was a trolley line 
to Everett and Lowell, and times 
were good, 

‘The town had a one man fire de- 
partment - Eddie Day, who lived 
upstairs over a ram-shackle fire 
station which boasted two pieces 
of home made equipment. Chester 
Horton, Building Inspector and a 
carpenter, was the Captain, and a 
young fellow named Charlie Black 
was the Clerk. 

There was a small police force 
too, Chief Hill and Al Butters, who 
stood around at Hudson’s Corner 
(now Wilmington Square) and spent 
his time chewing tobacco, There 
were others, all Specials, inclu- 
ding Charlie Riley, who used to 
stand in the Square when Al was 
off duty, and watch for traffic vio- 
lators, people who were speeding 

er 15 miles anhour, When Char- 

le caught a speeder he was in his 
glory! 

The school budget that year was 
$60,000, and the main topic of con- 
versation was the high cost of edu- 
cation, 

There was a spanking new Water 
Department, which had $350,000 to 
spend, and concrete was being 
poured on Kelley’s Hill for the base 
of the new standpipe, soon to be 
erected, Herbert C Barrows, who 
had the contract to unload the steeP| 
for the standpipe was busy erect- 
ing a set of sheer legs in the rail- 
road yard, near Shawsheen Avenue. 
He unloaded the steel, and hauled 
it up the hill with a trusty pair of 
horses. 

The buildings to be seen from 
Hudson's Corner were all of wood, 
unless one went out in tothe street 
and looked towards Silver Lake, 
when one would see a new brick 
building - the New Bank, Mechanics | 
Savings Bank. It wasn’t a large 
building by today’s standards - but 
it was a Step Forward! 

ich people as the late Caleb S 

riman, Water Commissioner 
and Tanner, and George Griffiths 
were responsible for the erection 
of the new building, 

George lived in the old Hiller 
House, nearby. He was_a forward 
looking man who was derided for 
his views, He wanted to make anew 
road, which would go from where 
De Moulas is now to Fred Cain’s 
Garage, then unbuilt, and cross 
Church Street about 100 yards 
northerly from Hudson’s Corner. 
One Wey Traffic; that was his idea 
of solving the coming traffic pro- 
blems of Wilmington, andthe Plan- 
ning Boerd published a report say- 
ing the same thing, but nobody lis~ 
tened, 

George bought up options for the 
land, aid was ready to give it to 
the towin, if the road would be built, 
but eve ryone Iaughed at him. They 
couldn’it foresee the conditions of 
today, tut George could, 

He finally gave up in disgust. 

One of the newer buildings was 
the E 2 Gray Chain Store, also a 
source of pride to some of the 
townspeople, for, they argued, a 
chain store was a sort of recogni- 
tion that the town was growing. 

Young Johnny Finithy was the 
manager - still a business man in 
Wilmiagton. Today the store isthe 
site of the Ames News Company. 

Raljph Curreter had a meat mar- 
ket, where the Wilmington Center 
Pharrnacy is today. He wouldwear 

straw hat at work, and then go 
down to the Town Hall and put on 
a different one - labeled Town 
Clerk. He wore half a dozen hats, 
and finally became a State Legis- 
lator, Ralph was always well liked. 

About the only building that was 
almost the same then as today is 
Altman’s, across from Bedells 
Insurance Agency. Young Bill Alt- 
man had a fine meat market where 
his sons today carry on, in astore 
that was clean and neat as a pin. 
The Insurance Agency wasthenthe 
Postoffice. 

Down beyond the new bank was 
the Phelps House, still standing, 
and the home of kindly Dr. Daniel 
Buzzell, 

The last house on that side of 
Main Street was a big white one, 
now on the opposite side of Mid- 
dlesex Avenue. It formerly stood 
about where Weinbergs is today, 
and was the home of Chief of Police 
Walter Hill, who thought that pro- 
hibition was a foolish law. 
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ie was vi 
sible, and in the former office the 
Wilmington Post of the American 
Legion used to meet - Maurice 
Reebenacker, Commander. Maur- 
ice was so fat that he always sat 
with his legs apart, ashe conducted 
the meetings. 

One other building should be 
mentioned - the Gate Watchman’s 
Shanty, at the B&M crossing. In 
those days it was known as Hart’s 
Crossing, the name coming froma 
former crossing tender, but the 
man who held down the job in 1928 
was Henry Hiller, the third hus- 
band of the former lady doctor, 
known better as The Lady of the 
Caskets, Henry bad a pleasant 
smile, as he waved a flag and a 
sign, stopping traffic so the trains 
could cross, 

This was Wilmington on May 1, 
1928, the day the Bank Opened, 

It was both the Mechanics Sa- 
vings Bank and the Reading Co- 
operative Bank. Raymond Johnson 
was treasurer of both, and Joseph 
B McMahon the manager, 

Mr McMahon was the only em- 
ployee on that day - there wouldn’t 
be another for over a year, when 


Roland Deming came in asaclerk. 
He and Mr Johnson were in the 
building half an hour before it was 
due to open, Outside half a dozen 
young people waited. 

Neither Johnson nor McMahon 
realized that those young people 
were vying for the honor of having 
the first passbook in the new bank, 
and when they opened the door at 
9 am, McMahon took them on a 
first come first serve basis, 

The first passbaook was issued 
to the blacksmith’s son - Lloyd 
Laffin. Mr. Laffin lives on Veranda 
Avenue today, and still has that 
same account. 

Behind Laffin a young lady stood 
with tears in her eyes, She was 
the daughter of Ralph Currier, and 
She didn’t get the first account. It 
was a crushing blow! 

Those first few months were an- 
xious ones for Joe and for Caleb 
Harriman, who as a Director of 
the bank was responsible for the 
decision to locate where it was, 
Harriman spent much of his spare 
time with Joe. 

“If only we could get $500,000 
in deposits” he woud tell Joe, “By
